Marsh, the president of the failed Key- 
stone bajik, who has been a fugitive more 
than sev!.n years, yesterday answered 
the appeal of John Wanaanaker and sur- 
rendered himself to his bondsman, Will- 
iam H. Wanamaker, brother of the ex- 
postmaster general. William H. Wana- 
maker had forfeited $20,000 bail when 
Marsh fled and had also expends! $15,009 
in vain efforts to discover the where- 
abouts of the fugitive. 


The closing- of the doors of the Key- 


stone National bank qn March 20, 1891, 
caused a profound sensation. 
A run 


had been made on the bank a few months 
prior to that' date, but the crisis was 
tided over and the public was taken 
by surprise when the failure 
became 


known. 
Subsequent 
investigation 


showed that the bank had been prac- 
ticaly looted, and that there was littls 
left for depositors and other creditors. 
City Treasurer John Bardsley had 
loaned -to the bank several hundred 
thousand dollars of the city funds, and 
on these loans he harl been drawing in- 
terest 'tor his own profit. 
Bardsley was 


si-rested, tried and sentenced to 15 years 
inipiJsonment in the Eastern peniten- 
tiary, several 3rears of which he served. 
He was finally granted a pardon.

iNNUAL MEETING OF THE GOOD 


WILL CLUB. 


The Good Will club held its eleventh 
nual meeting on Saturday, October 
The enthusiasm and Interest shown 
all the different branches of work 


as marked although the number in 
:tendance was not so large a» at 
>me other meetings. After hearing the 
linutes of the last meeting read by the 


secretary, Mrs. O. M. Fernald, the re- 
port of the hospital committee by Mrs. 
A. E. Hall was given. The report tor 
the year just closing showed that the 
number of patients 
who have been 


benefited by our free bed this last year j 
ia larger than ever before though the 
aggregate of its occupancy is not as 
great as in some other years. This does 
not necessarily show that the bed has 
been in less demand this year, but that 
the nature of the cases sent have been 
such that they required a shorter time 
of detention In the hospital. From the 
cases enumerated a few may be men- 
tioned here showing the value of this 
work in aiding those unable to keep 
tfc°rr>.£rives in. the, emergency that sick- 
ness always brings to everyone. An old 
lady ill with pneumonia, a house ser- 
vant, who could be cared for where 
she was employed, a German nurse 
who required surgical treatment, a 
homeless man in need of surgical treat- 
ment, a French girl, one of a very large 
and a very poor family, who was ser- 
iously 111. and many others were all 
cared for and in many cases cured. 
Much gratitude and appreciation was 
shown by many of the patients for thi? 
help and all those who have helped in 
any way toward this good work which 
appeals to so many of us, may be 
assured that their contributions . or 
other efforts in this direction are ap- 
preciated and of real benefit. The entire 
length of time that one bed has been in 
use this year is 27 weeks and one day 
During the summer we were notified 
that at the expiration of our hospital 
year, November 1, the price of our bed 
would be raised from J150 to $250. This 
advance was not expected by us and 
we knew it was a financial necessity on 
the part of the hospital authorities, at 
the price we have heretofore paid Has 
been much less than the actual cost to 
the hospital. We cannot speak too 
highly of the courtesy and kindness 
which we have always received from 
the hospital authorities and we are 
glad to take this opportunity to ac- 
knowledge it publicly. The treasurer's 
report of the hospital work was as 
follows: The fund 
on hand 
in 1897, 


$17.58. Contributed in '97 and '98 $159. 
Paid for free bed, $150. Making 
the 


balance on hand October 29, 1898, 
$26.58. In the discussion held on this re- 
port it was decided that we should this 
year raise a hospital fund and pay foi 
patients by the week at the usual rate 
of $6 per week, instead of paying for 
one bed for a year. The report of the 
cooking school was next read. The 
cooking school held during the winter 
of 1896 under the instruction of Miss 
Howard was so successful that early in 
the fall a committee of ladies took the 
matter in hand determined if possible 
to arrange for another course. Only 
those who did the work know how diffi- 
cult a matter it was.but finally all ob- 
stacles were overcome and Mrs.Fuller,a 
trained teacher from the Boston Cook- 
ing school was secured as instructor. 
A course of 12 lessons was held from 
February 1 to March 11, three classes 
being formed. The housekeepers class 
numbering 10 or 11. The class of high 
school girls of from 20 to 24. The work- 
ing girls class, nearly all from the 
station, and at work during the day in 
the mill, numbering 15 or more. This 
class was held during the evening and 
they were all most happy and enthusi- 
astic over their work and grateful for 
the opportunity of learning. In addition 
to this Mrs. Fuller had two classes in 
North Adams each meeting twice a 
week. This greatly reduced the price 
of the undertaking as the treasurer's 
report will show. Each scholar who was 
able paid 5 cents a lesson toward the 
east of the material used. We are in- 
debted to different friends for all the 
coal used, for the kindling wood, for 
free rides to and from the station and 
for greatly reduced rates on the ex- 
penses of the range used in cooking. 
At the closing lesson the school girls 
were allowed to invite in their parents 
and friends, who after tasting the 
products, expressed themselves much 
gratified with the work accomplished. 
As each dish was served the girls who 
cooked it came forward and explained 
how and why she did it. The treas- 
urer's report is as follows: Expenses, 
$205.31; receipts, $128.59; Good Will ap- 
propriation, $60; deficit, $16.72. It was 
voted to pay this deficit from the gen- 
eral treasury. In the discussion which 
followed much enthusiasm was shown 
as to the advisability, many would say 
the necessity of, teaching cooking. If 
every girl in this, town were taught to 
cook and to cook well and economi- 
cally, would there not be less money 
uselessly 
spent, more comfort and 


happiness at home, fewer men visiting 
the drinking places, less poverty and 
so 
lower taxes for

towns. Can we not rely on every 
friend of this work In town for a con- 
tribution, no matter how small, to- 
ward carrying on the cooking school 
thla coming winter. Any sum a*nt 
either to- Mrs. Henry 8abln, chair- 
man of the committee, or to Mr*. W. 
T. Blunder*, treasurer of the club, 
will be thankfully received. Then came 
th« rtr=?t o» eur relief work, the very 
center of the activities of our club, by 
Its chairman, Mrs. H. T. Bafford.

We notice this from the fact that most 
of our applications this year have beer 
made after trying to get on unhelped 
We have helped 16 families to bea> 
burdens already too heavy for them 
Three of our poor people have laic1 
down the stnigle of life during th 
year. One was the mother of six chil- 
dren, whose death was probably hast 
sned by insufficient 
care after 
th' 


birth of an infant, who soon followe 
the mother. The relief committee sup- 
plied proper clothing for her buna!. 
and we add, tender care, and they als 
clothed the remaining children. Th 
town authorities have asumed othe 
expenses. We are glad to speak hen 
oi one other woman who died in Aug 
ust, whose brave and patient spirit was 
a lesson to us all. With her husbanc 
ill with an incurable disease causing- 
blindness, and four litle children anc 
an aged mother to support, the strai7 
was too great, and her health gav 
way. The town has allowed the family 
a. monthly sum, which, so long as they 
can be held together, they can depenc 
upon. In summing up our year's work 
we report 10 baskets given out at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, 14 bas 
kets through the year. Among ou 
special helpers, many friends' gifts arc 
gratefully acknowledged; also, monio1 
given at different times by others, anr 
which have been applied, under phy 
sicians' directions, for wine or fruit 01 
milk for those who were in need, and i: 
some cases special medicine was pro 
vided. A generous friend has agan 
supplied a sum to be usad In groceries, 
which is gratefully acknowledged; alsr 
the kindness of those who have sent 
potatoes and apples, as well as the 
kindness of friends who have sum 
mered here and been generous in send- 
ing in clothing and shoes and bedding 
Second-hand clothing, even of poor 
quality, can be utilized and will b< 
most gratefully received. We enter or 
a new year, asking your support, anr 
believing that all these helps which we 
can give to our needy fellowmen ar< 
errands for the Master, whose servants 
we are, and who Himself went about 
doing good. A list of garments giver 
out during the year was read. Th> 
treasurer's report of the relief commit- 
tee showed a smaller balance than evei 
before known. The matter was dis 
cussed and the feeling of the club war 
voiced by the treasurer, who said tha' 
she hoped the Interest in a contribu 
tio\i to the general fund would not flap 
because of work on special lines, anc" 
hoped that the money would come ir 
sums small as well as large, and th. 
interest be spread among many, rather 
than few, of the women of our beloved 
town. 


We next heard a most interesting re- 


port from Miss Mel Icon t Ford, the 
teacher of sewing in the public schools. 
The work has greatly 
improved in 


quality since becoming a part of the 
regular curriculum, and the Interest of 
the scholars has increased rather than 
diminished. The knife work for the 
boys, a sort of elementary carpentery 
wortt, supplied for those In the outlying 
districts, is suil successfully continued 
under Miss Ford; also, Mr. Lansing's 
military drill for the two larger schools 
continues to be a success. The con- 
tinued interest of the ladles of the club 
In this work was urged.

In youth. , Tbe life stray of William B. 
Horn bio we* "could not, by any means, bo 
twisted Into the romance of a poor and 
friendless young man's struggling rise, 
for If ever a .youngster bad a chance to 
make something of himself bo la tbe chap. 


Oue, at least, of his great-grandfathers 


was a signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and gome accounts say two. 
His grandfather, Joseph C. Hornblower, 
was cbl«( justice of New Jersey. His de- 
cisions 'are quoted to this day in every 
conrt of high degree, and, though the 
name of Hornblower has a oornio opera 
sound, the Hornblower decisions are gen- 
erally allowed to be correct In law and 
sane In reasoning. One uncle, Judge 
Woodruff, wus a member of tbe United 
States circuit court. William B.'s father, 
William H. Hornblower, studied law, but 
decided to be a Presbyterian minister.

At tbe Columbia IJaw 
school, where he studied for his profession, 
he also made an altitudlnous record. He 
left there at 24, In 1875, and plunged at 
otioe Into professional life as a clerk. 


Hornblower's R«pld Rise. 


Then tbe facts that he was of trained 


stock, that bia surroundings bad been fa- 
vorable and that be bad strained every 
nerve to take advantage of them began to 
count. He rose rapidly among the clerks 
In the office till he stood next to the mem- 
bers of the firm.

practices of their own are employed. 
Dozens of clients are of ten obliged to wait 
while nearly as many who were fortunate 
enough to arrive ahead of them ore being 
consulted.

It 
was because of this that Senator Hill op- 
posed and defeated his confirmation as si 
Ju>i£6 of llio UfcUeU ittttes 8Upruiua oourb 
when appointed by Mr. Cleveland.

the other hcnu, t'rnt the nuggets have 
grown where che- are cow found, just on 
a crystal of fettle will grow In a strong 
brine, but witli so insoluble a substance 
as gold it was difficult to understand how 
euoh growth could take place. Experi- 
ment* carried out in Australia have shown 
that decaying vegetable matter will cause 
the deposition of gold from solutions of 
gold salts, but theae ealU ace not known 
to occur in reef a. 


Tbe mystery is now (olred. A Sluvonio 


Chemist named Zzlgmody has just shown 
that gold Itself omn exist in a soluble form. 
By acting on a slightly alkaJino solution 
of a gold salt with formaldehyde and sub- 
mitting tho product to dialysis he has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining gold in a colloidal 
condition, In whloh etato It U soluble in 
^atar and may be precipitated by the ad- 
dition of common salt. 


It U probable that some of the gold in 


quartz reefs exists In this condition. It la 
washed out by the rain, carried away in 
solution by tbe rivers and deposited in the 
river gravels wherever there Is anything 
containing salt to cause its precipitation. 
In the course of ages a large nugget may 
la this way be formed.—London Mall,

The eatabllshed custom of the major-

Since this year, of all the past 35, la 


crowned with wonderful blessing*, yes, 
and fearful responsibilities, should we 
not make some effort to recognize this 
fact and to observe It more appro- 
priately? As the 
musical services 


given last winter by the combined 
choirs were so attractive and enjoya- 
ble what would be better than to In- 
vite them 
to unite in a mammoth 


praise service In the largest audience 
room m the city on Thanksgiving 
morning at the usual hour, to be fol- 
lowed by a short sermon? 


This would mean some extra work 


for the organist-, and eingers, but they 
would no doubt be able to perform 
various numbers*that were rendered 
before, and they would themselves be 
rewarded in the hearty appreciation 
of hundreds who scarcely know how 
to spend the slow-dragging hours be- 
tween breakfast and the Thanksgiving 
feast. These are not powerfully at- 
tracted toward the 
church by the 


prospect of hearing a sermon, possibly 
not an ideal state of things, yet the 
existing one. 


Good music, especially fine chorus 


work, always proves an attraction, 
and the better it is, the more likely it 
is to attune the souls of the hearers 
to the harmonies of heaven. Surely

wick and Ivy lanes, Paoyer alley and 
Level's court merit the attention of tbe 
lover of literary and historical antiquities. 
Warwick lane, long tbe abode of butchers 
and tallow chandlers, but now chiefly oc- 
cupied by printers and stationers, took its 
name from the inn or house of the cele- 
brated Warwick, tbe kingmaker. 


Stow mentions his coming to London in 


the famous convention of 1468 with 600 
men, all in red jackets, embroideTsd with 
ragged staves before Aid behind, and that 
be was lodged in Warwick 
lane, "in 


whono house there was often six oxen eaten 
at a breakfast, and every taverne was full 
of his meate, for bee that had any ac- 
quaintancs in that house might have there 
BO much of sodden and roaste moate aa ho 
could pricko and carry upon a long dag- 
ger." 


The memory of the earl was long pre- 


served by a small stone statue, placed in 
tbe side front of a tobacconlst'sat the cor- 
ner of this lane, and there is a public 
house which has the earl's bead for its < 
sign, but which bears the. name of the I 
more or less legendary "Guy, earl of War- 
wick," whoso fame has outlasted that of 
tbo "kingmaker."—Household Wordt.

AMERICANS IN CHINA. 


BUILDING A GREAT RAILROAD UP THE 


VANG-T8E-KIANG VALLEY. 


•t*. -Ana*. xpt'SKB wen tor AttttMan eu- 
Urprls*, considering bow rnach plotting 
the European, governments have done to 
gain commercial ascendency in the Flow- 
ery Kingdom. The new road is to con- 
nect Hankow, far up on tbo Yang-tM- 
Klanx, with Canton and 
Hongkong. 


It also connect* with tu» southern termi- 
nus of thu proposed Belgian railroad from 
Peking to Hitnkow. 


Nothing bun ever been done or planned 


which will do more toward opening tbo 
Interior of Clilim to the world than will 
this American built railroad. 
Running 


through thu 1'vrtllo and populous valUy of 
tbe YaiiK-tKB-Kmng, it will put Into com- 
munication with tbe seaboard 120,000.000 
pcoplo, a population nearly twice as large 
as that of the United States. 


Not only will this railway pierce to tho 


heart of China, but its terminals on tbo 
£u:i will bo the ports on the mainland near- 
est tn Munllu, destined toybecome the great 
A::.i lican trado mart of tho far west, 
tlunilu Is 600 mlloa away from Hongkong, 
or less than three days' steaming, ovon for 
Clow tramp ships. 


The railroad will not run straight from 


Hankow to Canton, its first port, but will 
follow a route which will make Its length 
about 900 miles. Canton, the first port at 
which it will touch, :s tho groat commer- 
cial city of southern China Hongkong la 
on island off the const, but near it, and is, 
of course, the great British coinmorciaf 
center of trade on the west oowt of tbe 
Pacific. 


Tho terminal of the American rond will 


ba on the mainland opposito Hongkong, 
whore arc an excellent harbor and o\ory 
facility for building a great port dorolnat- 


wleut*iu amateurs In various parts of ffli* 
United Status. It is scarcely expected that 
aujr living reptile* will arrive from abroad, 
but Oeriuan and other European diutlers 
have arranged to send a collection of dii- 
sectlous and similar preparations In fluid, 
showing tho entire life of tho snake, fron 
its earliest stage onward.

ed by American influence. It will be just 
across a sn-.o!! bay from Victoria, the port 
of tbe island of Hongkong, and with it 
will form a great Anglo-Saxon centor of 
trade. 


The Yang-tee-Klang, tbe valley of which 


will be developed by the opening of the 
American roncl, haa its source in tbe un- 
explored recesses of Tibet, and flows to tbe 
eea over a course 2,500 miles long through 
tbe heart of the Chinese empire. In this 
rich valley, teeming with a busy popula- 
tion, which has bce^ prncticully shut off 
from tbe rest of tfio world for centuries, 
are produced many articles of which civili- 
zation has need. 


It is along tho tanks of the Ynng-tse- 


Klnng tbnt the silkworm industry most 
prevails. 
On the lower part of the river 


every lltvlo village is a station for the dale 
of cocoons, which are collected by boats 
sent up the river from Shanghai. The 
boats go pp once u;yoar, apd a single bout 
will take along as much as $250,QUO to pny 
the natives for. the cocoons 
Along tho 


rivor flourish a light fingered gentry known 
as "creek pirates." Thoy bide in creeks 
witb tbeir armed boats and pounce down 
upon natives. 


With the American railroad completed 


II would not bo long before a regular lice 
of river steamers would be plying up and 
down tbo waters of'the Yang-tse-Kinng, 
carrying; steam navigation into the heart 
of China and to the borders of Tibet. 
It 


was only last June that China opened ber 
rivers to foreign craft, so the field Is vir- 
gin. 
In spite of tbe fact that for many 


years little public Interest has been taken 
in the United States iu the Chinese traffic, 
our volume of trade witb that country is 
second only to that of Groat Britain, and 
!s 15 per cent of thnt of the wbole world 
Ivith the Flowery Kingdom. 


The Germans, French and Russians 


talk much about tbeir commercial inter- 
ests in China. As a matter of fact, the 
exports from the United States to China 
are more in value and in volume than 
those sent to that empire by all tho coct,- 
'uental nations of Europe together plus 
Russia's Asiatic possessions. 
In 1897 40 


per cent of all the notion cloth exported 
from the United States found a market in 
China. 


All tbls groat trade has grown np un- 


noticed and without tbe possession by 
America of a single port in the orient to 
act as a base of operations for commercial 
campaigns. How enormous tho commer- 
cial interests of this aountry In China will 
become when the American railway Is 
built and Manila is our receiving and dis- 
tributing depot for nil the Asian const nnd 
tbe islands thereof con o,i-.ily he FUOII. 
The Rockefeller j, I>jvi P. Morion i-x-Scn- 
ator Brioe and other hif,- cui:iliu!;ts lire 
members of the syndicate, 
it is oxpt'ctpd 


that the cost of building ihr rrr.c! will be 
about $30,000,000.

An exhibit of tbe snakes of New Jersey, 


including representatives of ecch of the 13 
species to bu found in the state, will be 
made by Frr.nk Speck of Hackeneack, wbo 
is an enthusiastic collector. 


B. L. Ditmars, who was formerly as- 


sistant curator of the American Museum 
of Natural History, has been one of the 
chlof organizers of the exposition, and 
will show n large collection of poisonous 
snakes, of which he has made n special 
study. 
An interesting featuie of bis ex- 


hibit will bo a den of rattlesnakes, ar- 
ranged to imitate as closely n= piT-j'hlo the 
natural hnbilnt of these reptilri and con- 
taining 15 or 1(5 species of the ''rattlers.'1 


In a separate group Mr Ditn r.rs will 


have tbe snakes native to New York city 
and its vicinity. These will incl'ide 12 
harmless varieties and two \onomous 
kinds—the rattlesnake and the copperhead. 


Snake collectors and deiiliTS m Oliu'.tgo, 


St. Louis unu other western cltk'snroto 
send exhibits, aud, while it is not probable 
that there will be a complete i ollection of 
American snakes, there will ho more 
species on view than were over shown to- 
gether before.

One of these gowns was a cream col- 


ored satin dinner gown, with a wide 
Louis XIII collar of point lace.

being loosely draped and uniting in 
graceful lines with the skirt. The sk-r,.

Many of the new evening dresses are 


in some shade of yellow. One of Mme.

Over the front of the 
skirt was draped a tablier of heavy 
lace, a fichu of the same being ar- 
ranged over the bodice.

THINGS 
36 OF 


BIRCH BARK, i 


What to do with the quantities of 


birch bark gathered m the summer is 
a question now worrying many a house- 
hold with whom the summer's treasure 
trove is rapidly degenerating into rub- 
bish. Almost every one who spends a 
season in the country comes home more 
or less well provided with bark which 
he has been vaguely told may be con- 
verted into napkin rings, match safes 
and similar souvenirs. Inquiry among 
stay at home friends usually develops 
little information as to how these sou- 
venirs are to be made, so the birch 
bark Is stowed away In cupboards or 
forms a dejected looking heap in some 
attic corner. 


Now, very pretty things may really 


be made of birch bark. One need not 
have brought the bark home from the 
country to have the pretty knickknacks, 
for at any lumber yard where wood is 
chopped bits of white birch may be se- 
cured. 


One of the very prettiest things which 


may be made of the bark Is a hanging 
basket for the plants in the sunny win- 
dow. One basket may be square and 
another may be canoe shaped. TN 
square basket will be found to be Ui 
most serviceable, but the canoe shape 
one will be the handsomer. 


To make the square basket, take r.

Inch edge make incisions and cut lines 
six inches into the bark.

One of the end divisions 
of bark will now be 7 Inches wide and 
the two corner pieces each 4 inches 
wide. By turning these flaps up and 
running a peg of some sort through the 
bark, silts being cut through with a 
penknife, a small square basket will be 
formed. A strip of bark about \Vi or 2 
Inches wide and 15 Inches long, fastened 
to the basket by pegs, will Sorm a 
strong handle. Pieces of bark cut from 
the sheet In the shape of a canoe anc 
sewed together, over and over, with fine 
wire ot linen thread make a pretty 
and useful basket, for there Is no end 
to the service o£ these birch ornaments 


Napkin rings are ao easily made that 


there Is no need to describe the meth-, 
od of cutting them out. To decorate 
them one has the choice of a hand 
painted design or the use of narrow 
ribbon run through gashes cut In the 
•Iron bark. The edge of the napkin 
ring may be bound with ribbon cr but- 
tonhole stitched with silk. The rings, 
Instead of being painted or decorated 
with ribbon, are often 
embroidered

gether to form a cylinder. A circular 
piece of the bark is fitted into one end 
of the cylinder to form the bottom of 
the cigar case. By binding the edges 
of the circle and of the cylinder with 
narrow brown satin ribbon the piece to 
form the bottom may be sewed in and 
another decorated circle be added to 
the top to form the lid. The surface 
of the cigar case may be embroidered 
in brown silk, the design on each side 
consisting of a Couple of crossed cigars. 


It is not generally known that birch 


bark may be made perfectly pliable 
and worked into any desired shape by 
steaming it. Holding it over the spout 
of a teakettle will accomplish 
this. 


With the bark thus softened, it may be 
shaped over any object which It Is pos- 
sible to use as a model. When the bark 
dries, it retains the shape given it while 
damp. Thus a saucer may be shaped 
for a very unserviceable cylindrical 
cup, or an ornamental thimble may be 
made. Intended to adorn the bric-a- 
brac shelf, not the finger.

How to 


Candy at Home. 


There are a great-, many different 


kinds of candies which are delicious 
and which are very easily made at 
home with a little can. 
Here arc a few 


recipes: 
Caramels, Coffee.—Put into a sauce- 


pan one pound of sugar and one claret 
glassful of strongly concentrated black 
coffee. Let this boil until it forms a 
sirup. Stir Into the mixture a tumbler- 
ful of good fresh milk or cream and 
continue the boiling till the sirup is al- 
most crackling. Four the mixture OB 


taste, or any other substance. Finally 
add the whipped whites of five eggs. 
Go on beating the whole lightly and 
steadily for a few minutes: then bake 
till set in tiny molds. 


Drops.—For these and all kinds of 


sugar sweets some coloring is needed. 
This can of course be made at home, 
but it is po easy to overdo the quanti- 
ties prescribed and Jo epoJl the taste 
that it Is more advisable to procure dif- 
ferent colorings from any good local 
confectioner. 
The drop form can be 


had through any good hardware dealer, 
who, if he does not keep it in stock, will 
get it from a general provider of uten- 
sils used by confectioners. 


Lemon Drops.—Put one pound of lifted 


provided with a spout till it is between 
the crackling and the caramel degrees. 
To test It, wet a piece of new clay pipe 
tube, dip it into the sugar and plunge 
it into cold water. If boiled enough, it 
will come off quite brittle. At this point 
add one dessertspoonful of lemon juice, 
half a dozen drops of essence of lemon 
and boil once more to the same degree. 
Meanwhile, slightly oil a smooth mar- 
ble slab, pour the sugar on this in a 
sheet, cut It into strips about 6 inches 
by 1 inch. 
"When nearly cool, twist 


these strips, lay them on bahing tins or 
on a tray to become cold, then store 
them in hermetically closing tin canis- 
ters or glass jars, where they will keep 
fresh and crisp. 


Rock Candy.—For this square, shal- 


low tins about two inches in depth are 
necessary. A useful size would be one 
that would hold about one quart of 
liquid. 
Boll the sugar in sufficient 


quantity to produce the above amount 
of sirup Pour it into Uie tin, and while 
hot sprinkle the surface with the petals 
of cornflowers, jasmine, stocks, roses, 
etc. Set the tin in a very hot place for 
three days, after which time the sub- 
stance will be quite hard at the top. 
Make a hole in it and let it stand in a 
cool place for 24 hours. Break the candy 
out of the tin, superpose the pieces In 
alternate groups of flowers and colors 
fixing them with some gum arable dis-

THE INVALID. 


Mutton jelly may be appreciated by 


the invalid either spread- on bread and 
butter as sandwiches, or with fingera 
of dry toast. Buy half a dozen shanks 
of mutton, soak in water for four hours, 
wash them thoroughly and place in a 
saucepan in three pints of cold water. 
Add half a pound of lean gravy beef, 
an onion, carrot, a blade of mace, four 
long peppers and salt to taste 
Let the 


water boil up quickly and skim it thor- 
oughly; then set on one side of the fire 
and simmer gently for five or six hours 
Strain off through a thick cloth, color 
and, when cold, remove the fat. Shoulf 
the fat be difficult to get off entirely 
take a cloth, wring it out in boiling wa« 
ter and wipe the jelly quickly 


Plums and Rice.—Boil some rice m 


milk till it is cooked and very thick. 
Put a layer of this m a pie dish, then a 
layer of stewed and stoned plums, add 
another layer of rice, scatter a little 
sugar on top and bake till a golden 
color. This pudding is also very good 
made with apples. 


Savory sippets are very nourishing 


and can often be taken by children and 
invalids when meat cannot be digested. 
Place two or three fingers of toast on a 
very hot plate and pour o\er them good 
gravy, which is quite free of fat. Scat- 
ter over the toast a little chopped pars- 
ley and serve very hot. 


Egg Broth.—Beat an egg till very light 


with a whisk and pour on to it half a 
pint of boiling milk. While still beating, 
buskly add pepper and salt, and at the 
last moment dust over with a little 
chopped parsley. This Is an excellent 
supper for invalids who are tired of all 
kinds of sweets. 


Potato snow Is pretty to serve with a 


Choose the whitest po- 
tatoes you can get for this dish, and
